NICOSIA, Nov. 10 (AP) — 
President Spy/os Kyprianou

WASHINGTON, Nov. 10 
(AP) — Non-commercial tele- 

vision stations affiliated with 
the US. Public Broadcasting 
Sys tem aired a documentary 
report Thursday claiming <nat 
a U.S. company has supped 
thousands at artillery shells — 
of a design so advanced they 
aren't used by the . United 
States or NATO countries-— 
to South Africa in violation 
of a United Nations arms 
embargo. 

The report, titled "Anns 
for South Africa: The Ame- 
rican Connection, ” was pro- 
duced jointly by PBS, the 
Canadian Broadcasting Cor- 
poration, and the British 
Broadcasting Corporation. 

The docuaeatasy claims 
that a firm known as Space 
Research Corporation wnich 
occupies a site straddling the 
U.S.-Caaadian border at 
North Try, Vermont, furnish- 
ed at least 70,000 to 80,000 of 
the shells m transshipments 
through St. Johns, New 
Brunswick in Canada, Anti- 
gua and Barcelona to Cape- 
town and Durban between 
May of 1977 and last March. 

The shells were, described 
as an advanced design which 
effectively increases the range 
of sfendard L55-mdhmeter 
howitzers. The shells 
were developed by the com- 
pany, partly under a Penta- 
gon contract, and are still 
undergoing evaluation by 
United States and NATO for- 
ces. 

The program includes a 
denial by Gerald V. Bull, the 
founder and former president 


of Space Research Corpora- 
tion, that the shefis were ille- 
gally sent to South Africa, ft 
also quotes Pentagon and 
CIA spokesmen as saying 
they know nothing of the al- 
leged shipments. 


A spokesman said the key 
point is that the company, 
even to send, the shells to Ca- 
nada, would need an export 
license from the Munitions 
Control Office, a State De- 
partment agency.

The pilgrimage to Mecca is probably the largest religious 
gathering in the world. It is an occasion that every Muslim 
yearns to attend. 

It could also become a precious occasion for the leaders 
of Muslim states to meet and discuss particular problems and 
matters of common interest to the Muslim world. It would 
be an expression of the solidarity that has been the goal of 
Muslims ever since the fall of the Caliphate. 

After <he rite, the leaders should lake the opportunity of being 
in Mecca to hold a conference. There has only been one Mus- 
lim summit conference this century, held in Morocco to discuss 
the burning of Al-Aqsa Mosque in Jerusalem. Few heads of 
state bothered to attend and the result was hardly up to ex- 
pectations. Nothing was heard of follow-up committees or 
efforts to win back the Holy Cky. What should have been 
an awesome gathering of the leaders of 7 50 million people 
failed to rise to the occasion. 


Muslims today have a crucial subject of common con- 
cern — the Israeli occupation and annexation of their third 
holiest shrine. But little is known of any concerted effort 
to undo the occupation or to force the Israelis to withdra-w. 
The moral authority of scores of Muslim states is hardly felt 
or simply ignored, because these states have not made their 
presence felt fully. 

Hence the importance of an Islamic conference to be held 
in Mecca next year. It would be even better If it could be 
held earlier. 

While Jerusalem and other occupied Arab land, as well 
as any occupied Muslim territories, should form the top issue 
for discussion, there will be a host of other subjects. Econo- 
mic cooperation, political liaison, or mutual defense could be 
important. _ 


Western states of differing creeds are cooperating in many 
ways. Eastern bloc countries' bound by no creed at ail are 
united politically, militarily and economically. The Africans 
convene an annual summit of their own and the OAU has 
been a good instrument for inter- African cooperation and re- 
conciliation. Surely. Muslim states can do, something similar, 
with the richer states helping the poorer, and die more ad- 
vanced ones assisting those in need of their know-how. 

Par- fetched? So were all those regional and international 
groupings that have been founded since World War II. 


Military solution

SALISBURY— 
The Rhodesian border raids 
. into Zambia mark a tactical 
turning point in a conflict 
which is now grinding relent- 
lessly towards a military ra- 
ther than diplomatic solution. 
The three-day attack, the 
largest such operation in the 
six-year-old war, brought the 
destruction of three guerrilla 
caynp complexes, the death of 
an estimated 1,500 people and 
the humiliation of the Zam- 
bian military. Although Rho- 
desia's diminishing white po- 
pulation is exultant at the 
par* and Low cost of the ope- 
ration— the attackers suffered 
one dead and two wounded 
with the loss of one helicop- 
ter — private criticism of the 
judgment and timing behind 
the raid has been voiced in 
mili tary and political circles. 

The Rhodesian mflkaxy had 
newt carried out large scale 
attacks on guerrilla camps in 
Zambia before, atobougb small 
harassment and intelligence 
raids were carried out on an 
almost daily basis. The target 
was always Zrpra, the milita- 
ry whig of Joshua Nkomo's 
Zimbabwe African People’s 
Union (ZAPU) which has 
10,000 guerrifisK in various 
stages of training in Zambia. 
As long as Nkomo limited the 
number of insurgents he ac- 
tually sent into Rhodesia and 
was prepared to negotiate sec- 
retly with Premier Ian Smith 
for a uni lateral transfer of 
power, the Rhodesian military 
was restrained from using its 
airpower against Zambia as 
it has done against Mozam- 
bique. 

A less certain factor in this 
politically enforced 1 policy of 
xeshtaiitt was the condusioo 
reached some months ago by 
Rhodesian intelligence that 
President Kenneth Kaunda 
wou ld be forced to reopen 
hisf iborders to the white south 
for trading reasons. Even 
Qronigb the chances were re- 
garded as tow it was obvious- 
ly not in Rhodesia's interarts 


to antagonize Kaunda before 
he made his mind up on the 
matter. 


Wkh the breakdown of sec- 
ret diplomacy between Salis- 
bury -and Lusaka in August, 
{Canada's decision to reopen 
trade links through Rhodesia 
last month and Nkomo's ap- 
parent intention to Launch a 
rainy season offensive from 
Zombi a, the political restraints 
Sell away. The Rhodesian 
combined operations comman- 
der U. Geo. Peter Walls 
ifelt free to act and he has 
done so with devastating suc- 
cess in terras of limited ob- 
jectives. 


But the question that is 
cautiously raised by some 
officers here is whether the 
diplomatic cost can justify 
short tram military planning 
which does not basically 
change the- military facts of 
'life R i Rhodesia. 


Nkomo’s milkary command 
headquarters outside Lusaka 
may have been destroyed .and 
a ■•large number of raw re- 
cruits killed, but the - bulk of 
his army remains intact. For- 
ward guerrilla camps along 
the Zambesi containing well 
trained and ‘Equipped insur- 
gents, many of whom have re- 
cently arrived, in Zambia from 
Angola, were not apparently 
the object of the air and 
ground assault. Zipra probab- 
ly has at least 3,000 men left 
in. Zambia with a further 
1,200 operating in western 
and northern areas of Rtao- 


On the eastern front ZANU 
(Zimbabwe African National 
Union), the other element in 
the Patriotic Front alliance, 
is said! to have 15,000 gjuer- 
rittas based in Mozambique 
awaiting the rain which makes 
m filtration so much easier.

Ending Ogadfen colonialism

SHiLABO, Ethiopia. — 

M uhamma d Abduilahi Aden 
is only 12 years old. 

He stood, in a clearing in the 
bush with a French-made au- 
tomatic rifle slung over his 
shoulders. 

The rifle was almost as big 
as he was, but be carried it 
proudly. 

“I am a member of the Wes- 
tern Somali Liberation Front 
army,” he announced. “And J 
am fighting for my land.” 

Bloodied but still defiant, 
ethnic Somalis living in the 
Ogaden region are continuing 
a war stretching back 15 years. 

Aimed at freeing them from 
Ethiopian rule, the war is wag- 
ed against an opposition that in- 
cludes thousands of Cuban 
troops, tens of thousands of 
Ethiopian soldiers and sophisti- 
cated Soviet-supplied equip- 
ment. 

Since the Cubans and Soviet 
military advisers spearheaded 
an Ethiopian offensive eight 
months ago, sweeping through 
the region to recapture it from 
the guerrillas and regular So- 
mali troops, the Ogaden war 
has slipped from public view. 


But a three-day trip through 
part of the Ogaden found that 
the ethnic Somalis who popu- 
late the area have lost none of. 
their fighting spirit They are 
deter mined t o press forward 
with their “war of liberation" 

— one they consider no diffe- 
rent from others that have end- 
ed colonial rule in Africa. 

The mostly nomadic Ogaden 
Somalis — numbering between 

2 million and 4 million and of 
the same ethnic stock as the 
people of neighboring Somalia 

— are intensely nationalistic. 
The region has been part of 
■Ethiopia since its conquest in 
the late 19th century. 

But the Somalis consider 
themselves to be colonized and 


complain that the world (ails 
to recognize this because the 
colonization was by black 
Ethiopians rather than by white 
aeltlen from beyond Africa’s 
shores. 

When the full-scale war end- 
ed and the regular Somali 
troops pulled back across the 
border, WSLF officials say, 
the guerrillas were left with no 
option but to puli back from 
their positions, disperse into 
the countryside and regroup 
for what they anticipate will 
be a protracted hit-and-run 
war. 

They are now concentrating 
on isolating the Ethiopians and 
Cubans in the towns and cutt- 
ing their supply lines. In this 
objective at least, they appear 
to be successful. 

Shilabo is one of the few 
towns still held by the guerril- 
las, although it has been de- 
serted for three months after 
a series of bombing raids by 
Ethiopian planes. Many of the 
population of 6,000 are hiding 
out in the bush fearing further 
raids. But others have regroup- 
ed nearby, building themselves 
a temporary village of thatch- 
ed huts and loosely woven shel- 
ters of branches. 

They hope the village is dif- 
ficult for Ethiopian fighter plan- 
es to spot from the air. So far 
the village has escaped unscath- 
ed. 

It is the headquarters for a 
WSLF committee that oversees 
a region embracing. 
100,000 people, says Hus- 
sein Muhammad Has- 
san, the committee's chairman, 
the committee is responsible 
for mobilizing the entire area 
for the war effort Other regio- 
nal committees carry on the 
same work throughout the Oga- 
den and are the keystones of 
the WSLF structure, say guer- 
rilla officials.

Ethiopia aims at new offensii

KHARlOUM — 

In preparation for re-launch- 
ing its stalled offensive in Eri- 
trea, the Ethiopian government 
is spraymg defoliants along re- 
bel roads and airimmg thou- 
sands of troops to new staging 
areas, diplomatic sources said 
here. 

'ihe reports supported predic- 
tions from rebel leaders of an 
imminent new phase of the go- 
vernment campaign. 

issasas Atewerki, 32-year-old 
assistant secretary general of 
the Eritrean People’s Libera- 
tion Front (EPLF), said in an 
interview a tew days ago at an 
EFLF position outside the ErF 
irean capital of Asmara! 

“Now there is a stalemate. 
Militarily speaking, we have 
finished the first round, but we 
expect another round in the 
near future.” 


The diplomatic sources said 
Ethiopia's 10th Militia Divi- 
sion. numbering between 8,000 
and 10,000 men, had been 
flown and shipped from the 
Ogaden war battleground 
around the town of Jijga to the 
Eritrean town of Massawa. 
Their place at Jijga was taken 
by 1 ,500 Cubans, the sources 
said. 

Eritrean guerrillas have held 
virtually all of the exposed 
mountain road which winds up 
2,300 meters from Massawa to 
Asmara, since Ethiopian defen- 
ses broke before a rebel assault 
and the government army drew 
back to Massawa last Decem- 
ber. 

The diplomatic sources said 
government aircraft, some of 


them reported by mteltigeoce 
sources to be piloted by Rus- 
sians. had. now begun spraying 
defoliants like those used by 
the United States in 
Vietnam to destroy trees and 
vegetation along the Massawa- 
Asmara road. 

More spraying was being 
done in Tigray province to the 
south of Eritrea where guerril- 
las of the Tigray People’s libe- 
ration Front (X ?LF) have been 
harassing supply convoys at- 
tempting to get through to As- 
mara to build up government 
food and ammunition supplies 
there. 

They named Gehru Simai 
village — a TPLF stronghold 
— as one of the areas sprayed 
in Tigray. 

Last August the government 
launched five massed assaults 
on EPLF lines across the road 
leading from Asmara to the 
rebel “shadow capital” of Ke- 


uanese border, 
they said one major pi 
-l&e government had tor

WASHINGTON— 
axge oil fields in 
Mexico, Alaska and 
possibly off both coasts of 
South America, experts say 
most of the world will con- 
tinue to rely on Middle Eas- 
tern oil for the foreseeable 
future. 

“We know (the Mideast 
countries) have a lot of oil 
— a lot of oil said John' 
Ltchfolau, director of the 
Petroleum Industry Research 
Foundation, an organization 
supported by the industry. 

Long believed to have pro- 
ven reserves — petroleum that 
can be profitably extracted — 
of about 20 billion barrels of 
oil, Mexico is now claiming 
to have as much, as 200 bil- 
lion barrels. But most analysts 
say that’s an exaggeration. 

“A cautiously optimistic 
estimate would be 60 billion 
barrels of oil," said Herman 
Franssen, director of interna- 
tional market analysis at the 
U-S. Department of Energy. 
Sixty billion barrels would 
supply the needs of the non- 
Communist world for about 
•three years at current rates of 
consumption. 

But no matter how much 
oil Mexico has, it won’t make 
it to gasoline stations or oil 
furnaces for a long time be- 
cause die Mexicans do not 
have the needed production 
facilities. “It doesn't make any 
difference for the next eight 
or 10 years Whether they 
have 100 billion barrels or 200 
billion, because they can't 
develop 200 billion," said Li- 
chtblau. 

Potentially large fields could 
tie off South America, but 
expeats aren’t sure bow much 
is there, although they don’t 
expect anything as large as 
any of the major Middle Eas- 
tern fields. Some South 
American fields have been 
producing for years in Ve- 
nezuela, Chile and other 
countries. 

Another large Western He-' 
mfcphere oil supply lies in 
Alasfca and Canada. About 
25 billion barrels is known to 
be there, but there oould be 
much more. But much of the 
oil yet to be found in Alaska

and Canada is probably 
difficult to got to make 
practical. 

Sites are being tested off 
the U.S. Atlantic coast, and 
fields in the Gulf of Mexico 
and off southern California 
have been producing oil for 
many years. The total proven 
reserves in the United Slates 
is about 30 billion barrels. 

Despite new major fields in 
South America. Mexico and 
northern Alaska and Cana- 
da, foe headstart the Middle 
East has in oil production 
will assure that it win con- 
tinue to dominate foe world 
oil scene, experts say. 

Like foe Mexican situation, 
that scene .is one of great 
confusion over just how much 
oil there is— and whether R 
can be extracted at reasonable 
cos*. 

“Oil may not run out phy- 
sically for hundreds of years 
to come,” said Franssen. v The 
question is how much of the 
undiscovered reserves will be 
produced. 

“It’s hard to tdl people 
there’s no resource prob- 
lem in the world while tell- 
ing them there’s a production 
problem” Franssen said 
“Yon can get all the oil 
you want right now” he said. 
But, he added, “The lead 
time is going to take so long 
and be so costly. It’s hard for 
ns to comprehend that.” 
■During foe 1950s and 
1960s, finds in foe Middle 
East and at the Alaskan 
North Slope dramatically in- 
creased %e amount of proven 
reserves. The discoveries were 
coming far faster than the oil 
could be gotten out of the 
ground- 

Since then, foe amount of 
proven reserves has not risen 
nearly as fast, despite foe 
sharp increase in price dur- 
ing 1973-74. 

And the Middle East oil 
fields are so huge that they 
may never be matched. 
“There probably is only one 
Middle East,” said Franssen. 
“The era of these huge finds 
is probably past— the majori- 
ty of the new finds will be 
smaller fields. ”

Chil6 and Argentina talk of war

BUENOS ACRES — 

At exactly 10 o'clock on foe night of Oct. 24, air-raid 
sirens newly installed in the center of Buenos Aires began to 
scream, street lights throughout vast sections of the city were 
turned off and more than 2 million of this city's 8 million 
residents were ordered to draw their blinds and make sure that 
no light seeped, through foe windows of their homes and apart- 
ments. The neon signs that make this city a festival of color 
at night were shut off. Automobiles, buses, taxis and other 
motor vehicles crawled along the streets, their headlights 
taped ‘over except for small slits. 

For more than an hour Buenos Aires was blacked out as 
pant of a practice air-raid drill — in case the Chilean Air 
Force decides to bomb Argentina’s capital city. 

Manypeopie here thought tfa c Argentine military govern- 
ment's decision to hold foe blackout drill was a bit silly, be- 
cause the Chilean Air Force doesn’t have fighter-bombas 
capable of reaching Buenos Aires. In fact, according to in- 
formed diplomatic sources, foe Chilean Air Force doesn’t 
have any bombers at all 

Last month's air-raid drill was foe most dramatic of a 
series of steps foe Argentine government has taken in recent 
months to prepare Argentina’s 25 million people for .war — 


and to warn Chile that the government here is serious about 
negotiations over foe future of three little islands in foe Beagle 


Channel, just south of Tierra del Fuego at die tip of South 
America. 

Actually, Argentina is far more concerned about foe sea 
rights that Chile has claimed as a result of 'an international 
arbitration that awarded foe disputed islands to Chile last year. 
Argentina’s claims to vast portions of Antarctica also could be 
affected if Chile had control of foe islands. 


By agreement of both the Argentine and Chilean govern- 
ments, the negotiations, which began last April, were to -end 
Nov. Z Despite all the war rhetoric on foe part of both sides, 
foe situation has lingered along since in what amounts to a 
continuation of the talks. 

Nonetheless, foe situation is sufficiently confused — and 
the passions in Argentina sufficiently aroused in some quarters 
— so that no one, either within foe Argentine government itself 
or within the diplomatic community, is trilling to predict with 
great certainty what will ultimately happen. 

“War between Argentina and Chile makes no sense. It, 
would be irrational,” one diplomatic observer said. “But foar 
doesn’t mean it couldn't happen. Who knows?” 

Part of the problem for months has been foal different 


spokesmen for foe Argentine government have been saying 
different things. One day a general says foe negotiations pro 
going well, and that Argentina, wants peace.

HONG KONG— The skies 
of Vietnam were reopen eo to

Pan American World Air- 
ways began flying the Amber 
One air corridor across cen- 
tral Vietnam and Laos Oct. 
29 after winning an exemption 
from a presidential trade emi 
borgo ' that has blocked all 
commercial relations between 
the United States and reuni- 



ned vicunuu. 

The embargo, imposed • by 
former President Gerakl Ford 
as Saigon fell to the Commu- 
nists in April 1975, had 
put Pan Am at a competitive 
disadvantage. Ten other in- 
ternational carriers have been 
able to fly the fuel-saving 
Amber One route since 
March, but Pan Am was pro- 
hibited from paying for over- 
fly rights under the terms of 
the embargo. 

To avoid Vietnamese and 
1 .artfian airspace. Pan Am 
flights were forced to de- 
tour around the tip of the 
Indochina peninsula, adding 
80 minutes to the flight time 
between Hong Kong and 
Bangkok and about 95 min- 
utes to its Hong Kong-New 
Dehii runs. 

Pan Am officials declined 
to say how much revenue 
would be saved by flying the 
shortcut, bur other sources es- 
timated it is approximately 
51,000 pec flight for fuel. 
Other • airlines have indicated 
that the overflight charges as- 
sessed by Vietnam and Laos 
cut substantially into their 
savings.

BEIRUT, Nov. 10 lR) Dr.

Somoza troops 
attack guerrillas 
in Costa Rica 

SAN JOSE, Nov. 10 (R) — 
Nicaraguan National Guards- 
men have entered Costa Rica 
and fought their left-wing guer- 
rilla opponents on Costa Rican 
territory Thursday night and 
Friday. Costa Rica announced 
i-nday. 

The report followed state- 
ments by the left-wing rebels 
that they planned a new offen- 
sive in their efforts to over- 
throw Nicaraguan President 
Anastasio Somoza. 

Security Minister Juan Jose 
Echevema ordered a National 
Guard unit into the border 
area to investigate reports that 
the guerrillas had captured six 
Nicaraguan soldiers. 

The last guerrilla offensive 
against the 45-year-old regime 
ot the Somoza family was two 
months ago. Five cities rose 
against the government but the 
Insurrection was put down by 
National Guard troops using 
rockets, tanks and heavy mac- 
hine guns.

U.S. servicemen 
taken aback by

FRANRFURT, Nov. 10 
(AP) — West’ Germans have 
responded to an appeal by the 
country’s largest circulation 
newspaper with cash and of- 
fers of -help for U.S. soldiers 
trapped by the dollar's collapse. 

The appeal was made Oct. 
27 in the Frankfurt issue of the 
newspaper “Bild" at the end of 
a report on the hard times 
brought on by the weakened 

dollar. 

In the article, the newspaper 
advised readers who wanted to 
help to contact the local office 
of Community Service. 

"The response is overwhelm- 
ing,” director Roger Lehman 
told the military newspaper 
“Stars and Stripes." “We 
weren’t in any way prepared 
for the article "
